A LINCOLN STORY 


The great bulk of my fathers notes 
and memoranda about Lincoln were of 
eourse used in the biography written 
in collaboration with John Hay, writvs 
Helen Nieolay in the Century Maga 
zine 

There are, however, others that he 
meant to print in a volume called 
Personal Traits of Abraham Lincoln,” 
Hut unfortunately he was not able to 
even begin the work, In what follows 
| have grouped together some of these 
notes, which have a special personal 
interest 

Mr. Lincoln's sadness was not a 
foreboding of personal disaster, but a 
deep recurring melancholy that came 
upon him in momenta of quiet and 
after he entered the presidency a 
sense of the almost crushing re 
sponsibility that lay upon him To 
make life possible under this leaden 
welght he had his = inextinguishable 
sense of humor and his kindly genuine 
interest in the people about him. He 
really liked men, and with them he 
wae as other men are, cordial, direct 
aol hearty, “His manner, my father 
says, “Was in nowise exceptional or 
pe or His moots varied with time 
mre rcumatanc 8 lo these of on 
“inary men, He was always vatural 
and simple, took note of commonplace 
matters as they happenwl in a com 
monplace way, his uaor bubbling out 
frequently unless some serious tople 
happened to be unfer discussion 

't is not the fashion these days 
to dwell on the pagan idea of fate 
an enveloping, encompassing atmos 
phere of doom from whieh man can 
ho more escape thay he con from the 
ale about him, Yet if there is one man 
in history whose otory vies with the 
beroes and martyra of Greek drama 
in emphasizing this idea it is Abra 
ham Lincoln, A shadow hung over 
him from ehildhood, ti darkened and 
lightined and darkened again, but 
never left him itis innate cheerful 
ness and common sense strove con- 
etantly against it; his brillant wit 
pierced it repeatedly, but it could not 
be dispelled, After a time it ceased to 
be a mere personal fate and became 
the foreboding of a nation’s tragedy. 
This was in 1860. Five yeors later its 
fulfilment plunged the world ta gloom 

“In the early days of his tirst term 
when the rush of office seekers was at 
ite height, there came u delegation to 
urge some California appointments 
which were earnestly opposed by Col 
E. D. Baker, then United States Sen 
ator from Oregon, The delegation had 
for its spokesman an ex-Californian 
who was a violent enemy of Baker 
who both in the verbal Interview and 
the papers he presented made coarse 
and criminal accusations against Vol. 
Baker's integrity and honor. Now, the 


President and Baker had been jatiinate 
personal friends and political associ 
ates in their early years at Spring 
field, and Lincoln therefore knew th: 
accusations to be groundless. He in 
timated as much to the accuser, but 
the latter persisted with all the more 
vehemence.

A Quarter of a Century Ago He Fore- 
saw the Titanic's Loss. 
(Pittsburgh Gazette-Times) 

An investigator, searching in London 
for material for a blogrephy of W. T 
Stead the British correspondent, who 
went down in the Titente, has dis 
covered a strange prediction of his own 
doom made by Mr. Stead in the Pall 
Mall Gazette, on March 22, 1886 

The article appeared a couple of days 
after the Oregon was lost, and purport 
ed to give a description of the scene 
of horror that ensued on the then big 
gest Atlantic liner, when at last the 
passengers realized the ship was doom 
ed, In a footnote, Stead wrote 

"This is exactly what might take 
place and what WILL take place If the 
liners are sent to sea short of boats.” 

Here are some extracts from Stead's 
grim prediction 

“From below there came a queer 
sucking sound, with an occasional long 
curele, and | saw that the ship seemed 
to ‘hang’ as the seas met her, 

“The boats were made fast to stand 
heavy weather, and only skilled sailors 
could launch them, 

“| calculated that by loading all the 
eight boats down to the water's edge 
and by packing the children along the 
bottom boards, we might accomme 
date 200 people, We were carrying 916 
altogether. 

“A loud crack, followed by a wallow 
ing noise like thunder, rendered all 
other sounds insignifinant, and a cap 
tain who was going out to New York, 
said, ‘Mie bulkhead's gone, We must 
take ovr chance now.’ The ship stop 
ped nearly dead, and began to trem 
ble curiously, but it was only the river 
of water pouring aft, and we soon saw 
the firemen driven up like rats from a 
burrow ‘Stand by the boats.’ 

“The order was given, and the boat 
swain's call rose in a long, tremulous 
screech, One of the starboard boats 
was successfully launched, and the 
chief officer stood, revolver in band

AN ENGLISH BIRD SANCTUARY 

(From The Country Side.) 

On the North Norfolk coast hitherto 
rare bird visitors have been more ruth: 
lessly shot by collectors and their 
agents than perhaps anywhere else in 
the British Isles, Blackeney Point 
juts out into the North Sea, and seems 
to offer sanctuary to the weary, storm 
tossed travellers who have almost 
always been warmly welcomed with 
shot-guns, One would tire of of recount 
ing the list of rarities in private col 
lections of stuffed birds “secured” at 
Blackeney Point. 

But there 1s good reason to hope that 
an end has come to this now. The 
land was put up at auction recently 
and was bought for the national trust, 
with the object of maintaining it as a 
sanctuary of wild life. There will be 
great difficulty at first, no doubt, in 
stopping the collectors, who have been 
accustomed for many years to go to 
Blackeney at migration time in order 
to pick up rarities, But the national 
trust can, we think, be relied upon to 
carry out its resolve to make the 
point a place of safety for all wild life, 
both animal and vegetable,

Some Impressions of the 
Far North 


When Dr, Darling came home from 
his long trip North last summer, | ask: 
ed him if he wouldn't jot down a few 
impressions for “the Saturday Mirror 
Following is the decidedly interesting 
result, 

What of the North Country? 1 left 
Edmonton April 26th by stage to Atha 
basca Landing. It was on a Friday, 
and there were 13 in all in the three 
wagons, On that first day the roads 
and the horses were good, but the next 
day both roads and horses were almort 
beyond the bounds of the possible and 
we reached the gateway to that vast 
and mysteriaus Northland weary and 
worh--and very glad, We did not 
start down the Athabasca river until 
May oth, | spent the intervening time 
watching the building of the two river 
steamers “Athabasca River” = and 
“slave River,” both now in commis 
sion, and noting the various concerted 
and individual plans for entering that 
“New North,” 1 think it was th 
“Old North” which | saw, The travel 
by scow, and dog-irains and canoe, tr 
old trading: posta of the H, B, Co,, the 
typical quadrangle with its stockad 
and stores, and messroom and dwell 
ings, the rivers and lakes and forests, 
the absence of rail and wire and steam 
er, the old sun dials with rotted frame 
and quaint markings all these empha 
size the fact that it is yet an old North 
that is found between Athabasca Land 
ing and Ft, Melherson, It is a coun 
try which possesses enough possipill 
ties and surprises without manufactur 
ing and invention, 

ite resources are both many and 
mighty. Its timber, grazing lands, Neh 
eres, coal, asphait, salt, mark and 
water power, besides natural gas and 
river and lake navigation, are as yet, 
an unknown quantity, and in some in 
stances seem almost beyond measyre. 
Several attempts to find oll are in 
progress, extending from Pelican 
Rapids to a point below Ft, MeKay, 
176 miles farthe, .own, So far, their 
efforts have been quite as successful as 
those at Morinville, At Pelican Tapids 
they are utilizing a small fraction of 
the enormous flow of gas, ‘Ihe cur 
rent of these rivers is no laggard, 
Our scows, loaded with 7 or 8 tons of 
freight each drop down stream at the 
rate of three, four and sometimes tive 
miles per hour, reaching Grand Rapids 
on May 9th, The ice was still piled 
along the banks in immense quanti 
ties, but along the Slave and McKen 
sie rivers, in June and July, we saw 
po ice, At Ft, Smith, in June, the 
thermometer for days registered be 
tween 90 and #5 degrees and the heat 
was a burden, At Fts, Norman Good 


Hope ous Arctic Red River, 1 gathered 
wild roses, the largest and most beau- 
tiful | ever saw growing, but they 
were without fragrance. 

We travelled throughout a valley 
2.000 miles long, in which were broad 
rivers and big lakes, roaring cascades 
and treacherous currents, forests of big 
trees and miles upon miles of dreary 
sand banks, sometimes bare and some- 
times covered with scrub and willow, 


The Indians are a vanishing race. 
More than one post, which a few years 
ago numbered its hunters ap to or be- 
yond the hundred point, cannot now 
muster 20. ‘The ravages of diseases 
are terrible, chiefly owing to lack of 
sanitation and isolation, | saw sev- 
eral under the age of 20 in the small 
Indian colony at Ft. Smith, who were 
far advanced in the dreaded white 
plague, Measles, too, is very destruc- 
tive among them. When the steamer 
sLopped at one fort on the McKenzie 
river, & hurried cali was issued and a 
Oaptismal service held. Seven were 
baptsed. 1 am creditably informed 
that among that number were some 
who were, and had beep for months, 
suuering for the direst necessities of 
jue, it seemed to me that bread and 
blanket were more in order than cere- 
mony, i do not mean that those min- 
isters should furnish such, but that 
those children of the wild should be 
cared for as children, That is what 
the Canadian government very wisely 
does, Not enough of it is done, The 
hLequimaux are men of larger physique 
and broader vision, They came on the 
boat at Ft. McPherson with a freedom 
of step and cheerfulness of manner 
and face that betokened a “vision” the 
indian never had, | saw several ex 
amples among the Indians of resem: 
bliance to the Aslatica. In some in 
stances this resemblance was startling. 
I did not see any example of it amon 
the Eequimaux, and Mr. Brabant, chie 
factor for the H, B, Co. of the McKen- 
sie district, told me there were more 
of them there this year than ever be 
fore at one time, All along this 
«reat waterway” are evidences of ite 
dangers, and of tragic moments. Here 
is a lone grave, marked by a rude 
wooden cross, where a life went out, 
and worldly hope and ambition ended, 
and no word went home for months 
to the anxiously waiting friends, 


Farther down ia a little stockade 
fenee, where the dreaded diphtheria 
left a dead home, At Smith's Landing 
an elaborate cross tella a mute story 
that there two priests found the eddy 
swollen and treacherous. At Grand 
Rapids many have found the “Way 
out” At the “Big Cascade” fe an 
empty grave where poor Selby's body 
was temporarily buried. He was used 
to that country and was on his way 
out for the last time-—and it was the 
leet time, So on down, right to Me- 
Vherson, where lies the bodies of those 
splendid specimens of the R, N, W, M, 
V, Fitegerald and his three com: 
ponionsa, “Poor Fits,” and “Good old 
Fitz," the men who knew him say, “he 
was worth while.” It was a treat to 
hear them say it and it make me think 
| had missed something in not know- 
jing him, The monument for their 
xraves, erected by friends and com- 
panions, went down to McPherson with 
us, and we brought back his grip with 
some personal belongings, At Fort 
Smith the transport work is all done 
by horses now, The old oxcarte have 
ve one, When done using these 
» In the Kall, they forage for 
1 abandoned, and the oxen are all 
themselves through the winter and 
have never failed to come in fat and 
hardy in the spring, Weat from Fort 
Smith an ideal prairie extendas for 
hundreds of miles, and here are found 
the only remaining herd of wild buf 
falo, They are cared for by two men, 
Messrs, MeCallum and Mulloy, 

At Ft, Simpson, 1175 miles north of 
Kdmonton, | saw garden and fleld both 
as well advanced as anywhere in Al 
berta, Rye, barley and wheat, sown 
on May 2nd, were headed when we 
were there July Sth,
